EXPLANATION. 



The best form of a Catalogue, intended for family use, 
seemed to be the Dictionary, wherein all the headings 
are arranged under one and the same alphabet and are 
bound together by means of references. 

In abbreviated or condensed titles, the new rule of 
librarians as to the sparing use of capital letters has been 
followed. The original spelling has been preserved, even 
as to the ** Contents." Omissions or interpolations are 
made evident, at least in the principal, or author, entry. 
Authors' full names, the binding of the volumes, the 
contents, and the notes accompany only the principal 
entry ; but all other particulars follow the title everywhere. 

Sizes of books are not designated by the number of 
folds of the sheets, but by the heights of the books meas- 
ured by centimeters, as follows : 

F (folio : over 30 centimeters high) ; Q^ (4*** under 30*""') ; O 
{8''° under 25"^'" ) ; D (12°° under 20'^'" ) ; S (16'"*' under i7i"'") ; 
T (24"° under is*^'") ; Tt (32"'° under 12^*^"' ) Fe (48'"^ under iq*^"-). 
Sq., Obi., Nar., designate square, oblong, narrow books of these 
heights. 

For all large folios and for tall copies in which the mar- 
gins are important, the size is marked not only by F, but 
the exact height and width in centimeters are given within 
brackets, the height being placed first. For some books, 
such as small folios, small quartos, etc., both designations 
are given, the old form being placed within marks of 
parenthesis; but, occasionally, the old form alone is given, 
when the juxtaposition of the two forms might lead to 
confusion.

Whatever be the artis- 
tic merit of the engravings, they probably will not lose their 
present historical value. The collection was thought to jus- 
tify a special report of « special commission of the National 
Institute of France ; and the report was arranged and pub- 
lished by Camus, by the order and at the expense of the In- 
stitute. 

*' This important collection should not be regarded as a book 
of curiosity on account of the number of its engravings and 

the extreme difficulty of forming a complete and well preserved 
copy. These Histories of Voyages and Travels made several 
centuries back, in countries a large part of which are even now 
imperfectly known, contain, in the midst of a multitude of fab- 
ulous details, very interesting particulars and valuable infor- 
mation, of which they are the primitive, and in some instances 
the only source.

eked out their own personal knowledge of the countries they 
have described by copious and unacknowledged extracts from 
these volumes. Doubtless the astonishment produced by the 
novelty of the objects around them, would easily lead into ex- 
aggeration the first discoverers of those distant countries, but 
they had the peculiar advantage of seeing them in their prim- 
itive state, before the changes produced by the subsequent and 
often calamitous visits of the nations of the old world. De 
Bry's collection is especially useful in the present day, for the 
purpose of instituting comparisons between his narratives and 
those of modern travellers to the same countries, and many of

It has upwards of 2250 
wood engravings, some colored, of the events, characters, and 
cities described ; and all are executed in a spirited style by the 
ingenious artists Michel Wolgemuth — the Master of Albert 
Durer — and Wilhelm Pleydenwurf. It was printed by that 
" prince of printers," Anthony Koberger ; and has been called 
one of the most remarkable productions of the printing-press 
of any age. To the lover of early printing, it will always be 
of curious interest; for, as Dibdin says, '* Koberger was a 
magnificent printer, using always a bold, rich, gothic letter." 
To the student of early engraving, the volume has a special 
value, on account of the fine wood-cuts, which are the first suc- 
cessful imitations of the cross-hatch ings of a pen drawing. 
The imagination and ingenuity shown in the wood-cuts are 
quite remarkable. '' The most decorative part of the profuse 
illustrations of this gigantic volume," says Humphreys, "' are 
those which represent the genealogies, — the successive repre- 
sentatives of a race being made to form ornamental borderings, 
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by means of their decorative linking together with foliage and 
branch work, often treated with great boldness and beauty." 
All the designs are surprising by reason of their originality ; but, 
perhaps, one of the most striking is on folio 264, — ^a grotesque 
Dance of Death, with five very large figures, and htiving un- 
derneath ten Latin lines, beginning 

Morte nihil melius^ vita nil pejus iniqua.
